hind the trouble in J uarez and Chihua- 
j htia, by declaring that he would ac- 
j cept 
the 
provisional 
presidency 
of 
Mexico if it is tendered him. and Gov­ 
ernor Colquitt of Texas muddied the 
diplomatic waters and in no way aided 
i the situation here by publishing a mes- 
{sage to President Taft, declaring that 
I he would ta ke “ drastic a ction” to pro- 
j tect El Pa so if the national govern­ 
ment does not do so. 
The “ dra stic a ction” of the governor 
can mean but one thing, his friends 
declare, and that is the mobilization 
of Texas m ilitia , and the investure of 
; J uarez in ca se of further fighting on 
j the border in which the lives of El 
j pasoans are endangered. 
The J uarez situation, when dupli­ 
cated in Chihuahua, was more serious 
| in the matter of bloodshed than the 


j J uarez mutiny of Wednesday night. 
The majority or at least ha lf the Ma 


j derista soldiers remained loy al in Chi­ 
huahua. and when the discontented 
| element attempted to capture the pris- 
| on and relea se several of their leaders, 
j lately imprisoned for oposing Madero. 


i they were met with the rifle fire of the 
| loy al men commanded by Paseual Or- 
I ozco. 
Several were killed on both sides, 
including Captains Silvario Orozco and 


j J ose Gutierrez. 
The mutineers were 
| repulsed a fter a fight in the streets 
; but they did not disband. 
They are 
encamped near the city and threaten 
i to dy namite the water supply . 
Their 
ranks are being rapidly augmented. 
Another band of discontented men, 
many of them former soldiers of Made- 


j ro, have appeared west of Chihuahua 
j along the line of the Mexico North­ 
western railroad, where much of the 
first fighting occurred during the .Ma­ 
dero revolution. They have interfered 
with railroad operations. 
The muti­ 
neers in J uarez declare that there 
have been defections from the ranks 
of the Maderista guards south of here 
as w e ll. as in the vicinity of Casas 
Grandes and Galeana, and that inside 
of a week the whole sta te will be 
against Madero. 
United States Ma­ 
derista secret service men also look 
for a spread of the mutinous troops 
throughout Chihuahua.

and one of minced parsley , and pepper 
to taste. 
Put into buttered ramekins 
and set in a pan of water to bake in 
the oven.

Pennsylvania Railroad Is Planning for 
For Eighty- ton Gondolas— To 
Use Heavier Wheels. 


Most 
Accomplished 
Herdsmen 
In 
Charge of American Cattle Hall 
From Ireland, Scotland, Eng­ 
land and 
the Netherlands 
— Care of Animals an 
Art. 


The work of a herdsman in charg e 
of the costly dairy herds in such ag ­ 
g reg ations of stock as th at of the Na­ 
tional Dairy show 
in Chicag o 
has 
been put on such hig h plane that it 
has become one of the best paid jobs 
in out of the city work. 
Only the men who own such herds 
know how important it is to have an 
accomplished herdsman in charg e of 
his stock. 
This care not only covers 
the farm, but the road to and from 
the shows, and in the 
arena where 
judg ing is under way. 
A larg e per cent of the herdsmen 
in charg e of American herds are for­ 
eig ners. 
They hail larg ely from Ire­ 
land, Scotland. Eng land, and the Neth­ 
erlands. 
Some of these men in their 
native country were early taug ht to 
m ake the best possible use of every 
ounce of feed assig ned to the upkeep 
of the animals. 
Most of them had no 
such liberal appropriation 
of 
feed 
stuff as that provided by the Ameri­ 
can dairy and beef stock farmers, so 
that most of them eng ag ed 
in 
the 
work in this country with some ex­ 
ceeding ly economical Ideas in taking 
care of a herd of hig h bred cattle. • 
Dairymen claim that the dairy ani­ 
m als are much hig her 
strung 
and 
nervous than the beef tribe, and much 
more care seems to be demanded in 
g uarding them from 
undue 
excite­ 
ment. 
Then the herdsman m ust keep track 
not only of the herd, but of the indivi­ 
dual cow, especially when the latter 
is eng ag ed in making a record. 
On 
such occasion the herdsm an is as par­ 
ticular about the feed of a cow as a 
doctor Is in directing the diet of a pa­ 
tient. Of course the owner of.the herd 
directs his man what to feed, but 
there is a deal in faithfully carrying 
out the orders. 
W hen an animal or a part of the 
herd is n the ring the herdsm an con­ 
stantly is on the watch to see that an 
anim al stands in the most g raceful po­ 
sition. 
Almost constantly he is touch­ 
ing a hoof with his own toe in an ef­ 
fort to secure a better showing of an 
anim al on all fours. 
W hen a herd is on exhibition the 
head herdsman leaves 
the 
animals 
scarcely long enoug h to g et his meals. 
He sleeps on a cot close by, and if an 
anim al shows some sig n of indisposi­ 
tion. the attention of the herdsman is 
as close as that of the trained nurse 
to a human patient. 
The most scru- 
puplous care is taken in the m atter of 
blanketing and in g uarding ag ainst 
the herd sleeping in drafts. 
The wag es of a herdsm an rang es 
all the way from $45 to $75 a month 
and even more, according to. the size 
and character of the herd. 
The board 
and lodg ing of a herdsm an 
is 
fur­ 
nished in addition to his wag es. 
In late years a g reat deal of prog ­ 
ress is made in rendering show ani­ 
mals tractable. They are handled with 
consummate skill in many places and 
under conditions capable of producing 
a stampede. 
There have 
been 
in­ 
stances in which a g ood herdsman has 
accomplished the entire 
subjug ation 
of an animal predisposed toward vic- 
iousness. 


Chicag o.— Plans which provide for 
a tremendous increase in the capacity 
of steel freig ht cars have been for­ 
mulated by the eng ineers of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad. 
The new g ondolas 
and hoppers are to be 52 feet long 
over all and 50 feet 2 Inches inside. 
J 
The hoppers will have a capacity of 
carrying 9 3,000 pounds of coke, ag ainst 
60,000 pounds, the capacity of the 
larg est cars now in use. 
These 
cars 
will have a rated capacity of 140,000 ( 
pounds, but will be sufficiently strong j 
to safely carry 160,000 pounds or 8 0 
tons of material. 
This g reat increase in carrying ca­ 
pacity will necessitate the streng then­ 
ing of all of the m aterial entering into 
steel car construction, the Iron Trade 
Review says. 
It will probably mean i 
the entire elimination of the cast iron 
car wheels for freig ht service and the 
substitution 
therefor of 
solid 
steel , 
wheels. 
Recently the Pittsburg 
and 
Lake 
Erie Railroad company placed in serv- i 
ice 46-foot freig ht cars, which are the 
larg est now in use. 
In addition to 
the streng thening of all car parts, in­ 
cluding not only the wheels and axles, 
but also all forg ing s and casting s en 
tering into car construction, the re- 
enforcement of many bridg es to with­ 
stand the increased loads of 
these 
heavy trains will follow. 
Anticipating 
an increase in steel car carrying ca­ 
pacity, the Pennsylvania railroad has 
been streng thening all of its bridg es 
on both its main line and branches. 
Heavier rails must also be used and 
the Central Railroad Company of New 
Jersey 
has 
experim ented for some 
months 
with 
125-pound rails, which 
have been laid on an extensive stretch 
of track. 
The wooden tie will of ne­ 
cessity have to be replaced by steel 
ties and it is believed that a heavier 
tie than now m anufactured will have 
to be used.

OPEN SCHOOLS ARE SUCCESS 


Telephones Keep Records. 
A reproach which has often been 
raised ag ainst the telephone is that it 
leaves no trace w hatever of the con­ 
versation transmitted. 
Thus, a tele­ 
phone conversation can never fig ure 
in a law suit. 
It is not surprising , 
therefore, that for some time past ef­ 
forts have been m ade to devise an 
apparatus by means of which a per­ 
m anent record can be kept of the 
words spoken over the telephone, and 
the 
phonog raph 
has 
often 
been 
thoug ht of in this connection. 
Ac­ 
cording to a note reproduced in La 
Nature from L’Elettricista, Prof. P. 
Perotti has just scored a success in 
this direction. 
The telephone receiv­ 
er is composed of two loud-speaking 
telephones; one of these is furnished 
with the usual mouthpiece; the other 
is connected with the vibrating mem­ 
brane of a Pathe phonog raph. 
The 
current required for this telephone is 
a little g reater than for ordinary in­ 
stallations. 
The phonog raph record 
can be made to reproduce the speech 
in the usual manner. 


Steam Turbine Improvements. 
The superiority of the reciprocating 
eng ine over the steam turbine, when 
a ship is steaming at low speed, is 
destined to disappear. 
At hig h speed 
the turbine possesses every advantag e, 
but at low speed it is extravag ant in 
its use of steam. 
Of the several sys­ 
tem s of reduction g ear by which the 
widely diifferent economical speeds of 
propeller and turbine are soug ht to be 
harmonized, the electric drive seems 
to present the most promise. 
A bet­ 
ter method would be the proper com­ 
bination of reciprocating eng ines for 
low speed and turbines for hig h speed. 
The navy has under consideration a 
system of this kind which we 
hope 
shortly to present for the considera­ 
tion of our readers.— Scientific Amer­ 
ican.

Hundreds of boys and young 
g irls who o*herwise would have had 
to seek recreation in the streets took 
part in the festivities. 
W orkers of the Juvenile Protective 
leag ue, under the supervision of the 
principals, had charg e of the young ­ 
sters. 
The same official chaperons 
will be on hand each Monday and 
Thursday evening , the official ‘‘social 
center nig hts,” from now until spring 
Their instructions are to be as incon­ 
spicuous as is compatible with g ood 
order and with everybody’s having a 
g ood time. 
Policemen have been as­ 
sig ned to each school to maintain or­ 
der if it is necessary. 
At three of the schools there was 
dancing . 
It was stated by some of 
the principals that the social center 
plan would not be a success in their 
districts unless dancing is permitted. 
At all of the schools there were g ames, 
g ymnastics and music. 
Preliminary 
steps were taken also 
to 
org anize 
dramatic clubs. 
At one school there 
were moving pictures. 
The celebrants rang ed from 14 to 20 
years old. 
The schools, however, are 
to be opened to the fathers and moth­ 
ers.

The question is often asked, ‘‘W hat 
is a fireproof house?” 
The term is 
somewhat relative, and it has been 
and is so much abused that people 
have g rown a trifle skeptical about it. 
Even intellig ent architects have been 
known to use a little wire lath on their 
partitions and then with superlative 
effrontery call the 
building 
"fire­ 
proof,” 
A fireproof house is one not 
only built of incombustible materials, 
but in such a way that even a confla­ 
g ration will inflict but 
the slig htest 
and most easily repaired dam ag e; one 
in which fire cannot travel from point 
to point via the structural parts, and 
one in which fire can be confined to 
some one unit of space or room in 
which it orig inates, even thoug h the 
entire interior may contain combus­ 
tible furniture and fitting s. 
Many materials, while incombustible 
in themselves, can be very 
g reatly 
damag ed by fire. Thus it is with g ran­ 
ite, marble, stone, iron, concrete, g lass, 
etc. 
These materials, if used, 
and 
they all have their place, should be so 
arrang ed or protected that fire can­ 
not assail or damag e them. The really 
fireproof house is the one in which the 
exterior walls are of well-burnt brick, 
terra cotta or concrete, whose roof is 
tile, slate or cement 
and 
asbestos 
shing les; 
its 
floors 
and 
partitions 
should be hollow tiles or concrete; its 
windows should be metal 
sash 
and 
wired g lass; 
the 
stairs 
should 
be 


of the fireproof variety. 
It may be 
built of g ranite or of concrete blocks. 
Note the wide exterior chimney that 
g ives an intim ation of the hospitable 
fireplace within. 
The house is 
en­ 
tered either from the porch at the left 
or in the fr ont 
The one in ffont 
opens into a larg e reception ball. 
The 
house, by the way, is 46 feet 3 inches 
wide and 24 feet 6 inches 
long , 
a 
building 
of 
sufficient size to 
meet 
the 
requirem ents 
of most 
families. 
The 
parlor, 
12 
by 
15 
feet, 
is 
a 
pleasant room and back of it is. the 
larg e dining room. 
To the left of this

is the kitchen. 
On the second 
floor 
a re four bedrooms and a bathroom. 
Now. as to the Are proofing of this 
house. 
Little additional expense will 
be necessary outside that for the ex­ 
terior walls. 
These, constructed in 
a proper way of stone or concrete, will 
prevent any 
communication 
of 
fire 
from the exterior. 
An additional pre 
caution should be 
taken 
by 
using 
metal sash. 
Such a house will require little 
or 
no insurance. 
Living in a fireproof 
house is not only the wisest policy, but

personality 
clean up to the limit—bone, muscle, 
mind, and that part of bis very soul 
which will g uide him to do rig ht. 
Now what shall we think of the cor­ 
poration which also binds this man to 
"do only what he is loUl to do”—to 
follow rules that leave him no discre­ 
tion, no liberty to exercise tact and 
his best Judg ment? 
How can one for­ 
g et that he is a mere hired man If he 
is reduced by iron rules to the mere 
m achine like execution of some execu- 
tice officer’s reg ulations? 
The railroad demands that the traia 
hands "know nothing " if a train is be­ 
lated or an accident occi« n*. 
The ex­ 
press clerk will only explain, "That * 
orders; ask the super." 
The clerk in 
the g as office makes no explanation 
beyond. "That is the rule they g ive 
us. 
If you do not like it, you must 
ask the directors. 
Please step along 
and don’t block the way.” 
In orther words, two absolutely im­ 
possible 
thing s are 
desired. 
First, 
slavish devotion to rules made at a 
distance; second, manly enlistment of 
the entire being of a person who is 
possessed of deliberate powers.

FLIGHT 


Member of Arctic Feathered Species 
Found at Sagaponack 
and 
Is 
Identified by Zoo Expert. 


New York —Gordon B. Babbitts, an 
operator at lhe Marconi wireless tele­ 
g raph station at Sag aponack, N. Y 
picked up from the road near the s ta ­ 
tion a live bird, badly wounded, of a 
species so rare and unknown in that I 
locality that no one could name it. 
It was sent tor identification to the 
Zoolog ical Park in the Bronx, w’here 
It was declared to be a dovekle, or 
Greenland 
dove, 
also 
erroneously 
called the "little auk,” a bird of the 
arctic reg ions 
Only on very rare occasions, and 
usually in midwinter, has this species 
strag g led as far south as this coast, 
but in the arctic it rang es northw est­ 
ward a« far as Melville Island of the 
g reat arctic archipelag o. 
The dovekie is about the size of a 
teal duck, plump or body, black above 
and white underneath, and the feath­ 
ers of the forehead extend far down 
over the beak. 
Those who are prone 
to predict long and severe w inters 
from the actions of animals will read­ 
ily accept the appearance of the dove­ 
kie on this coast, far in advance ot 
winter, as a sure sig n of cold w eath­ 
er. 


FIND USE FOR MINING WASTE 


Stuff Once Considered of No Value 
Now Is Recog nized as a Mar­ 
ketable Product. 


In all mining districts quantities of 
m aterial which has been considered 
almost worthless have been accumu­ 
lating for years. 
Persons of an 
In­ 
quiring inlnd have In several instances 
found uses for much of this so-called 
w aste or refuse. 
In Jasper county, Mo., there are hun­ 
dreds of lead and zinc mines. 
The 
oies are strong ly allied width 
lime 
and flint, and to remove the metals 
from the crude m aterial as cheaply as 
possible it Is necessary to crush this 
rock formation 
into g mail 
particles. 
After the lead and zinc have been re­ 
moved there remains a very hard sub­ 
stance known to the 
workmen 
as 
"chats.” 
For years this was left lying on the 
g round in g reat piles, and, except for 
the use of a little in noad construc­ 
tion, no use was known for it. 
Final­ 
ly one of the railroads used it for 
ballast, and then it was not long un­ 
til every road in that district used it, 
and it was pronounced the very best 
material for that purpose. 
When concrete paving came it was 
tried as a filler and it was found as 
g ood as g ravel and, owing to its vast 
quantities, 
was 
much 
cheaper. 
it 
found its way into concrete blocks and 
was used in the construction of ce­ 
m ent foundations, culverts and bridg e 
piers. 
Farm ers molded it Into fence 
posts with cement as a retainer. 
During the past few months experts 
have been experimenting much more 
with this waste, and they declare that 
it is one of the very beat materials for 
the 
construction 
of 
larg e concrete 
building s 
Mining waste from other mines has 
been found to be of more or 
less 
value. One use for slag from furnaces 
is in the construction of wharfs and 
filling in of low w ater fronts,—Har­ 
per's Weekly. 


Narcotic Cartridge Invented. 
Karl 
Burg smuiler 
of 
Krelensen, 
Germany, has devised a means for 
temporarily 
narcottxing 
anim als—Í. 
e., rendering them 
insensible 
He 
fills a cartridg e with a mixture com­ 
posed of substances containing eap- 
sicine in an immediately g asiftable 
form, and of an easily inflammable 
substance to accelerate the g asifica­ 
tion. 
This is combined with a smalt 
quantity of an explosive ag ent 
be*: 
tween the m ixture and an explosive 
cap with which the cartridg e is pro­ 
vided. 
Possibly this is the explosive 
of the pistols sold for rendering burg ­ 
lars insensible.
